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Hearings to begin 
on Dracut plant 


Power 
struggle

ile there remains some doubt 
about whether the proposed 
Nickel Hill natural gas-fired 


energy plant will ever generate a kilowatt 
of electricity from the Brox property in 
Dracut, there is no doubt that it will have 
generated an enormous amount of politi- 
cal and legal heat. 

The months of October and November 
will be filled with hearings on the propos- 
al, which needs a special permit from 
Dracut selectmen. 

At the local level, the Dracut Board of 
Selectmen will conduct a series of seven 
public hearings on Oct. 13, 14, 19, 20, 21, 26 
and 27, from 7-10 pm. at Dracut High 
School, 1540 Lakeview Ave. Each hearing 
will be devoted to a single topic, including 
air quality, noise, visual impact, water 
supply issues, hazardous chemicals, con- 
struction issues and real estate values. 

The hearings are expected to be con- 
tentious, since a majority of Dracut resi- 
dents favor the plant. Dracut town meet- 
ing voters approved a proposed PILOT 
(payment in lieu of taxes) for Nickel Hill, 
rather than requiring it to pay regular 
property taxes. Meanwhile, residents in 
bordering communities, especially 
Andover and Methuen, are loudly 
opposed to the plant, arguing that it will 
add pollution to a region that already has 
more than its share. 

Well aware that emotions surrounding 
the proposed project are running high, 
Dracut selectmen intend to keep a tight 
leash on the process, however. Each hear- 
ing will begin with a 30-minute presenta- 
tion from proponents of the plant, fol- 
lowed by a 30-minute question period. 
Then there will be a 30-minute discussion 
of the topic by the selectmen’s environ- 
mental consultants and, finally, an hour 
for comments from the public. Speakers 
will be limited to three minutes each.

Plowing to get pricier

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Parent requests them 
Cops in 
schools?

n Andover mom whose son was 
Ames assaulted in an Andover 
igh School hallway this month 
is calling for significantly more security 
— and possibly a police presence — in 
the Andover schools. 

But both police and Andover superin- 
tendent Claudia Bach say they don’t 
foresee significant changes coming to 
hallways in the near future. 

“We're not interested in having our 
schools become places that look like 
armed camps. We want our schools to be 
places where students and adults feel the 
priority is learning,” says Bach. 

Both Bach and police say that vio- 
lence in the Andover schools is infre- 
quent. 

“T don’t feel we have a lot of violence 
in our schools. We have a minimum 
amount,” says Bach. 

“We've never before seen a need for 
(police in the schools), until some of the 
more recent events throughout the coun- 
try such as Columbine,” says Lt. 
Richard Enos. 

“T wouldn’t necessarily say we’d even 
like to do it,” he says. “I think we’d like 
to have a situation where we're not. 
needed. Maybe that’s utopian thinking 
nowadays.” 

Bach says she prefers “proactive” 
efforts, such as counseling, that ideally 
will handle students’ potentially violent 
feelings before they are acted upon. A 
new counselor was hired this year, she 
says. 

“We're really looking toward the 
counseling,” says Bach. “That’s not to 
say the police department and the 
schools and the district attorney aren’t 
saying, ‘Should we do more?’ But at this 
point, we’re not doing more.” 

However, the mother of the injured 
student says the schools should do more 
— either by bringing in police or, at a 
minimum, hiring hall monitors. 

“There should be no tolerance for vio- 
lence. We should be teaching that,” says 
the mother, who asked not to be identi-

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Police still hunt assault suspect

Andover police are still looking 
for the man who allegedly abduct- 
ed, beat and left a woman for dead 
in the woods near the Andover 
Country Club on Sept. 20. 

But they’re now looking for a 
significantly different man than 
they were last week. 

Police are now searching for a 
man at least 4 inches taller and 45 
pounds heavier than originally 
described to them. The victim of 
the attack says she was assaulted 
by a 6-foot-4-inch black male, 
weighing about 225 pounds, in 
his early 30s. The man was 
described as wearing a dark T-shirt, jeans, 
white Converse sneakers and a baseball hat 
that was on backwards. 

“She was severely beaten and might have 
been confused,” says Detective Don Pattullo, 
explaining the differences between the 
descriptions. “She says this is an accurate 
description of the perpetrator.” 

The woman was in intensive care at the 
time of the first description, and was

released from the 
day. 

“The woman came in Satur- 
day. Don Pattullo met with her 
and they did a composite that has 
gone out to area departments,” 
says Det. Randall Peterson. “It 
doesn’t look familiar to anyone at 
this point.” 

The 33-year-old Lawrence 
woman told police she had been 
dragged from South Broadway in 
Lawrence on Sept. 20 at about 
10:30 p.m., driven to woods in 
Andover and hit over the head 
with a four-foot-long tree branch 
when she tried to escape. 

The woman suffered a fractured skull, 
and apparently spent the night unconscious 
in the woods, before making her way to a 
phone to call for help, say police. 

“We’ve passed this (description) to the 
area departments. We’ve talked to the area 
patrol guys and to various people in 
Lawrence. Hopefully at some point we'll get 
an idea as to who this guy might be,” says 
Pattullo. 
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Prayer in the Park — About two dozen local residents 
gathered Sunday afternoon to pray for the local schools.

increase what it pays those contractors so 
they can maintain a profit margin similar to 
what they have in the past. 

McQuade says he doesn’t know exactly 
what local contractors pay their drivers, but 
it is clearly less than what the state is now 
mandating. 

“We pay a certain rate for a vehicle and a 
driver. If the contractor gets the same rate, 
and has to jack up what he pays the driver, 
then there’s a problem,” he says. 

Actually the ruling came at the beginning 
of this year, on Jan. 22, but the AG’s office 
delayed enforcement until the next snow sea- 
son. According to the ruling, contractors who 
don’t comply with the ruling are “subject to 
criminal prosecution.” 

McQuade says there are aS many as 30 
local contractors who could be affected by the 
AG’s ruling. 

That’s not all that will be affected, howev- 
er. Tucker says the ruling could have serious 
implications for both the town and the state 
budgets, since the state reimburses munici- 
palities for plowing of state roads. 

Beyond that, she says she doesn’t know 
how the AG will enforce the new ruling, since 
there are so many small contractors that are 
essentially family operations. “Owner/opera- 
tors are exempt for themselves (from prevail- 
ing wage laws),” she says, “and they’re not 
required to file the same kind of paperwork.” 

The ruling, she says, “is a perfect example 
of the unintended consequences of over-regu- 
lation. This is potentially a paperwork night- 
mare and a budget buster.”

Tucker says her understanding is that the 
prevailing wage system, even for snowplow 
drivers, has been in place for some time, “but 
what’s different is that they’re talking about 
enforcement now. 

“This is a case of a system that wasn’t bro- 
ken, and didn’t need to be fixed. Nobody was 
unhappy with it, including the contractors, 
the drivers and the town,” she says. “That’s 
why this meeting is so important — to see if 
we can do something.” 

Finegold, who also planned to attend the 
meeting, says he’s not sure what can be done, 
since “the law is the law,” and he doesn’t 
believe the Legislature should try to make 
snow plow operators exempt. 

“Tt gets tough when you start cutting and 
pasting laws,” he says. 

But he agrees with everybody else, that 
this is a major problem. 

“I worry about (local officials) deciding not 
to plow when there’s just a few inches of 
snow on the ground, because of the cost, and 
then you've got a public safety problem. 

Steve Bilafer, a spokesman for the AG’s 
office, declined to discuss the philosophical 
issues surrounding the prevailing wage deci- 
sion. He said the Division of Occupational 
Safety (DOS), the primary authority on the 
application of the prevailing wage, “thought 
it should apply to all public contracts.” 

He added that since some communities 
comply with the prevailing wage regulations, 
“it’s only fair that all do.” 

A DOS spokesman said that agency would 
have no comment.

A couple of highly-publicized problems at area 
nursing homes have prompted state Rep. Barry 
Finegold, D-Andover, to push for an increase in 
staff for nursing home inspections. 

In a letter to House Ways and Means Chair- 
man Paul Haley, D-Weymouth, Finegold noted 
that while the Senate version of the state budget 
would add 25 inspectors to the state Department 
of Public Health’s Division of Health Care Quality 
(DHCQ), the House version adds none, and would 
instead cut the department’s budget. 

According to a press release from Finegold’s 
office, the staff of the DHCQ is “so overburdened, 
it can investigate only the most immediately 
pressing nursing home complaints — situations 
actually involving death or bodily injury — with- 
in a week’s time. 

“Lesser complaints must wait up to two 
months before DPH can look into them. The 
staffing increase proposed by the Senate would 
enable DPH to investigate all claims within a 
week.” 

Finegold, who met with Department of Public 
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Health Commissioner Howard Koh, an Andover 
resident, and DHCQ head Paul Dreyer, says he 
also discussed the idea of a consumer satisfaction 
survey of nursing homes, to be filled out by a sam- 
pling of nursing home residents and their fami- 
lies. Several states have such a program, he says. 

Finegold said this week he still had no sense 
from Haley about whether money for more 
inspectors would be “worked out in a conference 
committee” over the budget. 

The state budget has been deadlocked for 
more than two months, as House Speaker 
Thomas Finneran and Senate President Thomas 
Birmingham negotiate over it. 

“But we did have a very good meeting with 
Dr. Koh,” Finegold says, “and I think he really 
sees the need.” 

Finegold says nursing home complaints “are 
not isolated incidents,” he says, adding that he 
thinks part of the problem is that nursing homes 
are being squeezed financially because of the 
balanced budget amendment at the federal level, 
and because of “massive consolidation” in the 
nursing home industry. 

“The big players have paid too much, in some 
cases (to acquire homes), and now they’re short 
of cash. They say they can’t get the help they 
need, but I disagree.” 

Finegold says the problem must be addressed, 
because nursing home population is going to 
explode. “Right now there are two million people 
in nursing homes. That’s going to jump to 14 mil- 
lion with the baby boomers.” 

Locally, at least one nursing home adminis- 
trator says he has no objection to more inspec- 
tors, but doesn’t think the recent incidents 
involving staff assaults on patients are a reflec- 
tion of the industry. 

“We're certainly not opposed to more inspec- 
tors if they don’t have enough to get the job 
done,” says Phil Sher, administrator at Acade- 
my Manor nursing home in Andover. 

“But the real issue is the survey (inspection) 
process, which has become more comprehensive 
and rigorous.” 

Sher says he welcomes inspections and 
efforts to improve quality, and says he supports 
Finegold’s motives, but he adds that he thinks 
Finegold “doesn’t have an understanding” of the 
entire survey process. 

Finegold had complained that some nursing 
homes where staff members had assaulted 
patients had also received good rankings in state 
surveys. 

Sher says those are two separate issues. “We

The Board of Selectmen’s endorsement 
of a proposed lease of Williams Hall at 
Phillips Academy for a new senior center 
last week closes one chapter on that issue, 
and opens another. 

While the endorsement was tepid at 
best, since it came on a 3-2 split; while the 
Finance Committee still opposes it; and 
while this newspaper remains convinced 
that this specific deal is not the best one 
for the town or, ultimately, its elderly resi- 
dents, that debate is finished, at least for 
now. 

We wish the Friends of Andover 
Seniors and the Council on Aging success 
in their fund drive for the $4 million that 
will be necessary to do the renovation. 

But this new chapter puts some respon- 
sibility on them, as well. 

First is the issue of their own credibili- 
ty. Several times along the way, they have 
said if they could just get one more thing 
— some seed money from Town Meeting, 
a vote from selectmen to enter negotia- 
tions with PA, another vote of Town Meet- 
ing to authorize selectmen to execute a 
lease for Will Hall — then that would open 
the fund-raising floodgates. 

They got all those things, and still were 
back last week demanding yet another 
vote from selectmen — this one to endorse 
the proposed lease — that they said was 
critical to allow them to raise the money. 

That tactic should not be used again. 

Along that same line, the Friends still 
won't say how much they have raised. 
Their claim that providing specific num- 
bers would result in “misinformation” 
about the fund-raising effort is, to be 
blunt, lame. And it gives the very distinct 
impression that they don’t want to release 
specific numbers because those numbers 
aren’t very good. If that’s not the case, 
then one would think they would want to 
correct such “misinformation” immedi- 
ately. 

Second, while hard feelings among 
those with different views on this topic 
are inevitable, the Will Hall proponents 
should dispense with the accusation that 
those who oppose Will Hall don’t “support 
the seniors.” 

They forget that it was former select- 
man chairman Bill Downs and current 
Selectman Larry Larsen — two of the 
loudest voices opposing Will Hall — who 
fought for the $500,000 from Town Meeting 
to launch the quest for a new senior cen- 
ter. 

Disagree with them? Fine. But don’t say 
they don’t support the seniors. 
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Nice to meet you — State Sen. Sue Tucker greets Eileen Buchsbaum, a resident of Marland Place, at a 
recent open house at the local assisted living facility.

Prosecution seeks Dr. Kartell’s counseling records 


By Rebecca Lipchitz 

When the murder trial of Dr. 
James P. Kartell, charged in the 
shooting of his wife’s fiancé, resumes 
next week, one man’s _ heartache 
could become another woman’s evi- 
dence. 

A major issue a pretrial hearing 
last week in Lawrence Superior 
Court was whether Kartell’s letters to 
his therapist about his failing mar- 
riage are admissible in court. 

The case file was not available this 
week, according to court staffers, 
because it was in Judge Howard 
Whitehead’s chambers. But Dr. 
Suzan Kamm, Kartell’s estranged 
wife and a psychotherapist and clini- 
cal social worker, along with her 
attorneys, reported said at the hear- 
ing that the notes indicate Kartell 
was headed for an emotional break- 
down, which led to the shooting 
death of Janos Vajda, 56, of North 
Andover. 

On Feb. 23, Vadja went to Holy 
Family Hospital to visit Kamm, who 
was being treated for pneumonia. 


rated from Kamm at the time. Police 
charge that Kartell found Vadja in 
the hospital room, and after an argu- 
ment shot him. 

Kartell’s attorney, J. W. Carney Jr., 
says it was self defense, while prose- 
cutors say it was “execution-style” 
killing. 

Kamm and Kartell visited Dr. 
Michael H. Lawler, a marriage coun- 
selor, 20 times between Aug. 28 and 
December 1998. 

The marriage counselor’s lawyer 
says Kartell’s letters are protected 
under doctor-patient confidentiality 
laws. 

But the prosecutor, Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Frederick B. McAlary, 
says Lawler’s lack of a license means 
he is not entitled to such protection, 
and has moved to make them part of 
the record. Lawler’s attorney says he 
is protected because he is eligible for 
such a license.

Siting Board has scheduled a series of 18 four-hour hear- 
ings in Boston, starting in mid-October and running 
until early September. There are generally two to three 
hearings a week scheduled, running from 9 a.m. to 1 
p.m. Those will cover topics including site selection, 
land use, wetlands, water quality, air quality, visual 
impact, solid waste impact, traffic impacts and safety, 
noise and health impacts. 

Meanwhile, the legal heat is coming from a group of 
Dracut residents who are challenging the PILOT agree- 
ment with Nickel Hill (see related story) and from the 
Merrimack Valley Residents for the Environment Inc., a 
group based in Andover but claiming membership from 
across the state. 

the MVRE has filed a “complaint constituting a direct 
case” with the Energy Facilities Siting Board, accusing 
Nickel Hill, among other things, of being nothing but a 
shell corporation interested only in using the “resources 
of the Commonwealth ... as a cow to be milked, nothing 
more.” 

The complaint, filed Sept. 24 by MVRE attorney S. 
James Boumil of Lowell, asks for the petition to be dis- 
missed, or at least delayed, and has a long list of accusa- 
tions against Nickel Hill, including: 

* Refusal by Nickel Hill to provide evidence or guar- 
antees for various statements it is making before the sit- 
ing board. 

¢ The company’s refusal to demonstrate that it 
intends to provide, as required under Massachusetts 
General Laws, “a reliable energy supply for the Com- 
monwealth.” Indeed, the MVRE says Nickel Hill intends 
to sell most of its power outside of Massachusetts “at the 
highest obtainable price.” 

¢ Making at least a half-dozen “false or misleading 
statements” in its petition to the siting board, i 


regarding 
air pollution, the contention that a new plant would

replace older, less efficient plants, and that the PILOT 
agreement complied with state policies and guidelines. 

- A refusal to use the best available technology, and to 
use an air cooling system for the plant, rather than 
water. 

¢ Failure to adequately address traffic and safety 
impacts. The complaint paints a picture of the company 
“.. trucking deadly chemicals over dangerous roads 
through densely populated neighborhoods,” and mock- 
ing the company’s claims that the truck carriers will be 
insured, “as if ‘insurance’ would be an adequate remedy 
to one whose lungs were fatally seared by ammonia 


The complaint also hammers the siting board for 
allegedly “failing to develop and implement any mean- 
ingful criteria to distinguish which petitions should be 
approved, which denied or which modified.” 

According to the complaint, both Nickel Hill and 
the siting board have “made a mockery” of the 
process, in numerous areas. Regarding safety, the 
complaint says, “What does this board suggest an 
individual do who has an infant in a home next to 
Route 110 when thousands of gallons of ammonia spill 
from a tank-truck accident onto hot pavement and 
flash evaporate into a toxic and lethal cloud? 

If the siting board does decide to allow the plant to be 
built, the MVRE complaint asks the board to require, 
among other things, that air cooling be required, that 
the company carry $50 million in general liability insur- 
ance, that no fuel but natural gas ever be used and that 
Nickel Hill’s parent company, Constellation Power of 
Baltimore, Md., be required to pay any judgment against 
Nickel Hill that is not covered by insurance. 

Laura Jordan, an MVRE member, says the complaint 
is in response to Nickel Hill “stonewalling” requests for 
information. 

MVRE has been granted “intervenor” status, howev- 
er, and will be allowed to testify at the hearings, present 
expert witnesses and cross examine expert witnesses for 
proponents of the plant.

tion Kartell’s difficulty sleeping, and 
being in an agitated state and crying 
all the time, according to reports. 

Lawler was present at the hearing 
Sept. 23, but did not take the stand. He 
is scheduled to testify at the next hear- 
ing, set for Oct. 7. 

Kartell, 59, was stripped of his 
license to practice medicine in Massa- 
chusetts and New Hampshire. He is 
out on $200,000 bail since the killing. 

Kamm had taken out a restraining 
order to keep Kartell from their home 
on Brady Loop in Andover and the 
offices they share in Andover and 
Chelmsford. But she has since asked 
for the orders to be rescinded. 

Holy Family Hospital staff have 
been less forgiving, and have request- 
ed Kartell be banned from the hospital. 

The hospital’s attorney, Francis 
O’Conner, says the staff would find 
Kartell’s presence “too traumatic,” and 
can only allow investigators and attor- 
neys onto the fourth floor at the site of 
the shooting. 

Judge Whitehead has not yet issued 
a decision on the motion.

If there had been any confusion about 
why the Board of Seléctmen has been 
fearful of a lawsuit from the architect on 
the Andover High School renovation 
project, the release of executive session 
minutes this week should make it clear. 

Believing the state would soon force 
selectmen to release the information 
anyway, selectmen have finally released 
the notes from eight secret meetings on 
the Andover High School building pro- 
ject. 

The release ends a lengthy standoff 
between the town and resident Dennis 
Teves, who has requested the notes, 
which are 13- to 30-months-old. 

Selectmen Lori Becker says select- 
men voted to release notes from the 
March 31, 1997; June 9, 1997; Oct. 20, 
1997; June 8, 1998; and July 6, 1998 secret 
meetings because they wanted to avoid 
the embarrassment of a state order 
telling them to do so. 

“If we hadn’t released (five of) them 
by this date, we would have been told to 
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selectmen lawsuit fears 


release them,” says Becker. 

Selectmen also released the notes 
from three other meetings because they 
want to end this chapter in Andover pol- 
itics, she says. The board voted 4-0 Mon- 
day, with John Hess absent, to also 
release the notes from the July 29, 1998; 
Aug. 3, 1998; and Aug. 17, 1998 secret 
meetings. 

“My feeling is, we’ve had enough of 
the high school project,” says Becker. 
“I've heard rumors about the town 
needing additional money for the high 
school. Out in the public eye, people 
are still speculating. They’ve speculat- 
ed long enough and people are tired of 
u.7 

Selectmen have said for months that 
they were keeping secret these eight 
meeting minutes because they fear a 
lawsuit from high school architéct Earl 
R. Flansburgh + Associates. 

The release of the last three meet- 
ings in particular makes public why 
town officials are afraid. 

After months of mediation, in the 
summer of 1998 the architect, contrac- 
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tor and town agreed to an out-of-court 
settlement. The architect paid the town 
$125,000, and the contractor paid the 
town nothing. These agreements had to 
be made public. 

However, an agreement calling for 
the architect to pay $800,000 to the con- 
tractor was supposed to be kept secret. 
Special Town Counsel Robert Muldoon 
told this to selectmen. 

Yet once the agreements involving 
the town were released, Selectman 
Larry Larsen told reporters “off the 
record” about the $800,000 agreement, 
say the minutes. This $800,000 figure 
was published by the Lawrence Eagle- 
Tribune, angering the architect and 
contractor, who charged the town with 
“not dealing in good faith and fair deal- 
ing in this matter,” say the minutes. 

Larsen maintains the comments 
were off the record and should not have 
been published. 

“I did not assume it would end up in 
the paper at all,” says Larsen. 

Tribune reporter Cathleen Crowley 
declined to comment.

Larsen told the same information to 
the Townsman before the figures 
appeared in the Tribune. In an inter- 
view with the Townsman, Larsen made 
it clear the information was off the 
record, and the Townsman did not 
print it until after it had been printed 
elsewhere, and became part of the pub- 
lic record. 

Larsen and Becker say they still fear 
a possible lawsuit. 

“It’s possible. We were threatened — 
I was specifically — with a lawsuit by 
the attorney for the architect as late as 
July 1999,” says Larsen. 

Larsen questions why the town was 
informed of the $800,000 figure. 

“My understanding was the town 
was not the party to a confidentiality 
agreement,” he says. 

Selectmen Becker and Larsen say 
they are not aware of Andover paying 
money to Flansburgh to avoid a law- 
suit. In the secret session minutes, 
there were references to the town possi- 
bly returning the $125,000 to Flans- 
burgh because of Larsen’s comments.

Fence fallout continues

Members of the Ballardvale 
Historic District Commission 
approved last week an applica- 
tion for a resident and commis- 
sion member to erect more than 
200 feet of fence around his 
property. 

Perry Raffi, of 13 Center St, 
applied for permission to erect 
an eight-foot stockade fence 
between his property and the 
lots of several neighbors’ prop- 
erty along Center Street, citing 
the need to contain his dog and 
maintain his privacy. 

After several contentious 
meetings with neighbors who 
opposed the fence and attempts 
to schedule mediation, Raffi 
amended the plan to erect a 
seven-foot flat-board or vertical 
board fence. 

The application was 

approved 6-1, with commission 
member Sharon Heller dissent- 
ing. 
Raffi’s next door neighbor, 
Ron Kravette, who recently 
joined the commission, says he 
plans to appeal the vote to the 
Merrimack Valley Planning 
Commission on several counts. 

Kravette says the fence 
would be a hazard in a wind- 
storm and could blow over, it 
blocks the view for which the 
Kravette’s chose their home last 
year, and he says the fence is 
being installed simply as a 
response to a good neighborly 
relationship gone bad. 

Kravette says when neigh- 
bors spoke out against Raffi’s 
first application for 30 feet of 
fencing behind one neighbor’s 
property, he then added a sec- 
ond application for an addition- 
al 180 feet of fencing around 
other neighbors’ property. 

“Tt’s a spite fence,” Kravette 
says, adding that when he first 
moved in six months ago, he 
and his wife became friends 
with Raffi, and invited him to

their wedding before a proposed 
fence came between them. 

Raffi says he added his appli- 
cation for additional fencing 
after opposition to the first 
application reared its head. 

“They opposed my first 
application, and it was only in 
the course of the next eight 
days, when things went down 
hill and I decided to put a fence 
around their yard as well. ’'m at 
a point in my life where I need 
my privacy,” Raffi says. 
He says a four-foot fence would 
contain his dog, but would not 
provide him privacy. 

Raffi, who stands 6 feet 9 
inches tall, originally proposed 
an eight-foot fence before 
amending his application to 
erect a seven-foot fence after 
commission members’ and 
neighbors objected to such a 
high fence. 

Raffi notes that he did not 
ask commission members to 
make an exception for his appli- 
cation, as reported (“Fight over 
a fence,” Townsman, Sept. 9). 

While there are guidelines, 
there are no bylaws regulating 
the height or style of fences in 
town, he says. 

The guidelines of the historic 
district specifically recommend 
against stockade fencing, but 
there are several existing stock- 
ade fences in the neighborhood, 
commission members say. 

Heller says she voted against 
the proposal because she felt a 
seven-foot fence was too high. 

“Tt’s just a personal thing. I 
felt seven feet was a little too 
intrusive in that neighborhood 
given the lot sizes and the scale 
of the houses,” she says. 

Commission member Chuck 
Murnane, a member of the Bal- 
lardvale Historic District Study 
Committee, which formed the 
commission in 1992, says the 
intent has always been to be as 
lenient as possible, while keep- 
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ing the character of Ballardvale 
intact. 

“The intent was not to have 
people not be able to put up a 
fence,” he says. 

Meanwhile a personal battle 
between neighbors continues as 
Kravette recently alleged Raffi 
trespassed on his property, and 
summonsed him to court. 

“We just need to show him 
we mean business,” Kravette 
says. “Just leave us alone.” 

Raffi says he is not aware of 
an incident of trespassing on 
the Kravette’s property. 

Murnane says commission 
members tried to consider all 
Ballardvale neighbors in the 
decision, without getting 
involved in a_ neighborhood 
feud. 

“Whether this is a legitimate 
(need for) a fence or a pissing 
contest between neighbors, it’s 
none of our business, but in this 
case it’s a no-win situation for 
the commission,” says Mur- 
nane, who convinced Raffi at a 
meeting two weeks ago to allow 
the vote to be postponed in 
order to seek mediation. 

“T could see the Historic (Dis- 
trict) Commission falling apart 
over a neighborhood feud, but 
my guess is theyll come to 
some kind of resolution,” he 


says. 
Raffi says a_ mediation 
appointment canceled last week 


due to the hurricane has yet to 
be rescheduled. 

At the start of the meeting, a 
few commission members stat- 
ed they were offended by 
Kravette’s comments of the pre- 
vious meeting, that they acted 
in conflict of interest concern- 
ing Raffi’s application. Kravette 
later apologized, but after last 
week’s meeting went on for 
more than an hour, Kravette 
left before the vote, he says. 

“It was really kind of farci- 
cal,” he says of the lengthy 
meeting in which Raffi 
amended his applica- 
tion. 

Heller says she did 
not take offense at 
Kravette’s accusation 
last week, and doesn’t 
believe any board mem- 
bers have acted in con- 
flict of interest. 

“Tt would be tough in 
Ballardvale not know- 
ing anybody. Everyone 
has a history and a rela- 
tionship with almost 
everybody here,” says 
Heller, a 22-year resi- 
dent. 

Murnane says if 
there is uneasiness on 
the board after last 
week’s meeting, it won’t 
be coming from him. 

“I think it rubbed 
| everybody the wrong 
way, but his apology 
was accepted,” Mur- 
nane says.

fied because of her son. 

“My son couldn’t just walk away. He 
was hanging up by his neck,” she says. 

“I think (the problem) is very small in 
Andover,” continues the mother. “But if 
it could happen to my kid, it could hap- 
pen to another kid who’s non-violent.” 

The incident at Andover High 
occurred the morning of Sept. 16, and 
was reported in the Police Log of last 
week’s Townsman. 

Police say a 16-year-old male bumped 
into a smaller, freshman male in the 
hall. After the two exchanged words 
briefly, the unidentified 16-year-old 
allegedly choked the other boy. 

“The accused apparently held the 
assaulted by the neck. So much so that 
the next day he still had the finger 
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marks on his neck,” says Detective Jim 
Haggerty. “You could still count the fin- 
gers on his neck (from the bruise), right 
where the jugular is.” 

The 16-year-old will be summoned 
into court and charged with assault and 
battery, he says. Haggerty says police 
believe the 16-year-old was the aggressor 
in this incident, although he showed 
police an injury of his own. 

“The accused comes in a few days 
later with a big bruise on his leg. To me, 
it wasn’t anything caused by a kick,” 
says Haggerty. “I'm not a doctor, but to 
me it looked like the rash you get from 
sliding on a hard surface.” 

Bach would not comment on what 
action the schools planned to take 
against the 16-year-old. 

But she says the schools take violence 
in the schools seriously. Before events 
such as the shootings at Columbine 
shocked America, Andover school offi- 
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cials were regularly discussing how to 
prevent and handle school violence with 
Andover police and the District Attor- 
ney’s office, she says. 

Lt. Richard Enos says a statewide 
task force involving both top police and 
school officials is also creating a 
response system for police to use. 

“We're always investigating all the 
ways that we can review student safety,” 
Says Bach. “At this time, we really feel 
very comfortable with our schools. Not 
complacent, but confident with the safe- 
ty of our schools.” 

At least some officers agree. 

“IT don’t think at this point there’s a 
necessity to have an officer in the school. 
It’s like Big Brother watching over your 
shoulder. At some point you have to put 
some trust in the kids. And just because 
you have someone walking the hall does- 
n't mean (fights will stop),” says Hagger- 
ty. “You’re going to have (fights) from 
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time to time in a school with that many 

But on occasion, officers have dis- 
cussed the idea of being in the schools. 

“I can foresee in a future time having 
police officers assigned to the schools 
considered,” says Enos. “The issue has 
come up at various times, sometimes by 
individual officers, because they’ve gone 
up to the school, either for someone with 
drugs or because an assault has taken 
place. But, again, it’s an extremely costly 
thing to put in place.” 

Enos says in the past, schools have 
always handled their own problems, 
except for occasional issues with drugs 
or violence. 

“We'd like to see and wish it would 
continue that way, but that’s wishful 
thinking on my part. I think these recent 
(national) events are going to change 
thinking in a lot of different ways,” he 
says.

Topsfield: a fairly long-running event 


Topsfield will see its 175th year of giant pumpkins, 
entertainers and award-winning animals with this 
year’s upcoming Topsfield Fair. 

The fair, located on Route One North in Topsfield, 
is America’s longest continuous running county 
agricultural fair. It will run from Saturday, Oct. 2, 
through Columbus Day, Oct. 11, from 10 am. to 10 
p.m. 

Founded in 1818 by the Essex Agricultural Society, 
the fair is held annually in October. Thanks to four 
days of heavy rain, last year’s attendance of 410,000 
was down from the 584,263 people who came in 1997. 

On the final night this year, the fair will once 
again light up the sky with a fireworks display, a tra- 
dition that began in 1998. All the exhibits and enter- 
tainment are free with the price of admission. 

The fair offers the largest beekeeping and honey 
exhibit in North America and the world’s largest 
pumpkin weigh-off on opening day. Organizers say 
people shouldn’t be surprised if the winning giant 
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pumpkin is close to or exceeding 1,000 pounds. Last 
year’s winner came in at 920 pounds, and if there is a 
1,000-pound pumpkin this year, the winner will 
receive $10,000. 

More than 2,500 people vie for an assortment of 
blue ribbons at the fair. 

Nationally-known entertainment is shown daily at 
2 and 7 p.m., all. with the price of admission to the 
fair. Performers in 1999 will be Gary Lewis and The 
Playboys, Oct. 2-3; Marshall Tucker Band, Oct. 4-5; 
Confederate Railroad, Oct. 6-7; America, Oct. 8-9; and 
John Cafferty and the Beaver Brown Band, Oct. 10-11.

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Extra-curricular overload: where do you draw the line? 


By Michelle Eld 
chool has been in session for 
about a month now. Students 
have settled into their routines, 
trying to keep a balance of work 
and play. And with the opening of 
school usually comes a barrage of extra 
curricular activities: drama_ club, 
soccer, dance class, talent shows, 
science projects. 

In addition to all these after-school 
activities, there’s homework, book 
reports and research papers. For most 
children, the dismissal bell in the 
afternoon doesn’t necessarily signal the 
end of their day. After spending eight 
hours at their desks, they’re more than 
ready to tackle the last half of their day. 

For many, it’s time to work out their 
frustrations on the playing fields 
during soccer, baseball, basketball and 
football practices. 

For others, it’s time for choir or play 
rehearsals, dance or karate lessons, 
working on the school newspaper or 
maybe even after-hours tutoring. Still 
others choose to hang out with friends, 
grabbing a bite to eat before heading 
home. 

Somewhere between school and 
extra-curricular activities, there has to 
be time for homework, jobs and family 
commitments. These days, many 
children aren’t getting the free time 
they need, leaving little room for 
relaxation and personal time. 

So what’s a good balance between 
work and play? How can a parent 


tactfully deal with this issue of 
extracurricular overload without 
crushing their child’s enthusiasm? 

A 1997 Gallup Youth Survey polled 
teenagers ages 13 to 17 on what they do 
after school. The survey found that for 
organized activities, 64 percent of the 
teenagers play an organized sport, 43 
percent work for someone other than a 
parent, 37 percent work with their 
parents and 36 percent take music, 
dance, drama or art lessons. 

About 30 percent of the teenagers 
polled said after-school activities 
“almost always” get in the way of 
homework, with average and below- 
average students most likely to report 
this problem. 


Building self-confidence 

When 3 p.m. rolls around at Yang’s 
Martial Arts in Andover, children and 
teenagers start streaming in for their 
lessons — Judo, Kung Fu, hip hop jazz, 
gymnastics. Adult classes in yoga, 
Kung Fu, Tai Chi and ballroom dancing 
are also available. 

But it seems Yang’s is a gathering 
place for the younger set each day after 
school, where they come to release 
tension, learn to express themselves 
and develop self confidence - all while 
learning an art. 

Diana Kiesel, program director at 
Yang’s, says she sees a lot of young 
people coming into the studio who have 
many other extracurricular activities 
going on in their lives, such as music

lessons. But in a community where 
organized sports places such an 
emphasis on team performance, it can 
be a refreshing change for the students 
to learn martial arts, where the major 
focus is the individual. 

While martial arts involves students 
learning together as a group, Ms. Kiesel 
doesn’t view it as a team sport. With 
martial arts, an emphasis is placed on 
the individual and his or her own 
progress. In group sports, said Ms. 
Kiesel, it’s usually only rewarding if

you're a top-10 player. At Yang’s, the 
focus is on self-accomplishment. “Each 
child is not measured against the 
other,” she said. This, in turn, can 


eliminate peer pressure. 
Alex Kiesel, president and chief 
instructor, said some parents are 


reluctant at first to enroll their child in 
martial arts because they associate it 
with karate chops and the Power 
Rangers. But it’s a lot more than self- 
defense: it has a lot to do with building 
self-esteem and helping youngsters feel 
more confident. “We structure it in a 
way that is positive, controllable,” said 
Mr. Kiesel. 

These important lessons can then be 
applied to other aspects of the child’s 
life, he said. 

According to Ms. Kiesel, martial arts 
not only provides physical benefits, but 
also mental development, too. She 
reminds her students to practice “King 
Fu at home”, which involves not the 
physical act of Kung Fu, but the act of 
cooperating with parents and being 
respectful to family and friends. 

And parents appreciate this. “They 
(parents) use us as a tool,” said Mr. 
Kiesel. 

Two other programs operate inside 
Yang’s: Andover Movement Center, 
which offers gymnastics, dance and hip 
hop classes, and Pedro’s Judo Club, 
taught by Jimmy Pedro, Jr., a two-time 
Olympic medalist. Both teach children 
skills, using a non-competitive

environment, as opposed to organized 
sports where a child is competing 
against another child or another team. 

According to Ms. Kiesel, the teen 
programs offered by the Andover 
Movement Center have been growing 
steadily. Classes such as the hip hop 
jazz class teach children basic hip hop 
steps, coupled with a jazz technique to 
top 40 and funk music. This dance style 
is also known as “street funk”. 

Whatever you call it, dance seems to 
attract lots of young people who want to 
bring out their creative side. 

Ms. Kiesel said she hears many 
parents complain about how many 
after-school activities their children are 
involved in, as well as the fact they, as 
parents, must drive them around town 
to their various commitments. But the 
children seem to love it. | 

“Some kids handle it very well,” said 
Ms. Kiesel, adding that others do get 
overloaded. 

The main focus of any activity 
should be to help children believe in 
themselves. 

You can teach someone to kick and 
punch in an hour, but it takes a long 
time to teach self-confidence, explained 
Ms. Kiesel. “You can’t put a price on 
giving someone self-esteem,” she said. 


Importance of physical fitness 
There’s no question that children 
need some level of physical activity. 


Whether it’s participating in a sport or 
dance lessons, this type of fitness is 
crucial to a child’s health - both now 
and as an investment in the future. 
Today, children are more overweight 
than at any time in history. Whether it 
is an increase of inert activities - such 
as video games and web surfing - or a 
change in diets, obesity in children has 
increased nearly 54 percent among six 
to 11 years olds, in the past two decades,

And, overweight children are 
growing up to become overweight 
adults - with nearly three-quarters of 
Americans categorized as overweight. 

With such disheartening 
information, the U.S. Department of 
Health encourages parents to promote 
sports, either organized or recreational, 
for children. Any physical activity can 
bring health benefits. 

While being overweight places a 
child or an adult at risk for heart 
disease, some cancers, diabetes and 
gallstones, physical fitness can help 
prevent osteoporosis, insomnia and can 
improve a child’s emotional health, as 
well. 


Where to draw the line 

What do you do if your child is 
overloaded with extracurricular 
activities and can’t make time for 
homework or family life? Let’s say your 
son is involved in four activities: 


‘baseball, soccer, karate and drama 


club. According to the Second Wives 
Club.com, in order to determine 
whether or not this is doable without 
experiencing overload, first you must 
figure out if: 

* he will have ample time for 
homework and special school projects; 

* it will affect his family obligations; 

* these activities will interfere with 
his private time alone or with his

buddies. 

Then, ask the following questions, 
which should be addressed before 
deciding on what activities to choose. 

* How much time does it take to get 
his homework done each night? Is your 
child the type who finishes his 
homework in study hall and on the bus 
ride home, or does he take hours to 
finish homework at night, only to 
hurriedly finish it over breakfast the 
next morning? 

* Does he have prior commitments 
that might prevent or deter and activity 
he has chosen? 

* Will he have enough time to relax a 
little at night, watching television or 
talking on the phone? 

Now it’s time to categorize by 
number which activities are the most 
important or rewarding to your child. 
Try writing them out on paper, putting 
a number of priority next to each ” 
activity, ie. karate (1), baseball (2)... 

Figure out the time commitments 
each activity demands from your child. 
Factor in some alone time and leave 
room for family obligations. If the time 
commitment is too high for all the 
activities, it’s time to start eliminating 
activities lowest on the list. But, 
according to the Second Wives 
Club.com, it’s important to let your 
child be a part of the decision-making 
process. When parents tell their 
children how to spend their time and 
which activities they can and cannot

“These folks are spending a lot of 
time to target our children,” Fox told a 
group of parents, teachers and fourth- 
graders at a technology camp at Mount 
Tabor Elementary School in New 
Albany. “So we have to be vigilant.” 


Fox said in one case, a man spent 12 
to 16 hours a day trying to get children 
to meet with him. 


Marti Keith of New Albany said she 
allows her 9-year-old daughter, Cali, to 
use e-mail and view some Web sites, 
but not to play most games or enter 
chat rooms that involve other users.

“It really concerns me,” she said. 
“It's another way for someone to get to 
my child.” 

Chat rooms are usually divided into 
sites for adults and children, but many 
of those who target kids enter the 
children's chat rooms. 


Fox said that since chat room 
participants often are anonymous, it’s 
hard to tell who is a child and who isn't. 
He cautioned parents to make sure that 
their children don't give out personal 
information. 

He also said that software blocking 
certain Web sites or inappropriate 


images is recommended, but it's not a 
complete solution. 


“I think it promotes a false sense of 
security, that (the software) will keep 
kids from things,” Fox said. 


Rep. Baron Hill, D-Ind., arranged the 
presentation. 


“The Internet is a wonderful thing,” 
Hill said. “But it's also an instrument 
that can be used for bad. We want to 
give kids all the benefits of the 
technology, but we want them all 
protected.”

participate in, this creates a negative 
atmosphere. 

According to a recent poll by 
momsonline, 51 percent of parents will 
encourage their child to “stick out” an 
extracurricular activity they might be 
losing interest in. The philosophies 
differ greatly. 

Some parents believe if a child is not 
enjoying the activity, then he or she 
should quit. The point of playing sports 
or participating in a program is to have 
fun. When it’s apparent the child isn’t 
having fun, then some _ parents 
recommend quitting. 


Other parents insist their child 
follow through with their commitment, 
teaching them to stand by their word. 
The idea is if the child quits once, he or 
she might think is acceptable to quit 
whenever they lose interest. 

Parentsoup.com, a website offering 
advice for parents, agrees, but suggests . 
limiting a child’s activities to only one 
or two. Even an adult will find it 
difficult to devote their attention to too 
many activities. If you limit a child’s 
activities, they will be more focused. 
And sticking with the activity will 
teach a child to about responsibility, 
maintaining a schedule and remaining 
part of a group.

(Scholastic $4.99), Po, Tinky Winky, 
Dipsy and Laa-Laa do what they do 
best: roll.

Another book for the Teletubbies set 
is “The Magic Telescope” (Scholastic 
$8.99). Its simple, colorful illustrations, 
and text based on Davenport's scripts 
are faithful to the TV show. 

The Teletubbies find a telescope in 
Teletubbie land. As if looking through 
it, the reader sees the Teletubbies and 
their bunny friends at play. Each 
Teletubbie has a favorite item to wear 
or to play with that is colorful and fun 
to touch. 

Dipsy, the lime green Teletubbie, 
has a black-and-white fur top hat. The 
interesting colors and textures are just 
right for an inquisitive 1- to 3-year-old. 
The adult narrator reads the simple 
text and says a Teletubbie word for the 
toddler to repeat - an_ essential 
Teletubbie ingredient. 

Once the hat and the other items - a 
skirt, bag and ball —- have been looked 


at and touched, the book ends with a 
Teletubbie “bye-bye.” Repetition and 
familiarity make “The Magic 
Telescope’”’fun to read again and again. 

Michael Frith's “T'll Teach My Dog a 
Lot of Words” (Random House, $4.99) is 
a board book with simple text and 
rhyme. 

The familiar illustrations by P.D. 
Eastman demonstrate concepts that 
toddlers might have trouble learning -— 
big and small, short and tall. 

But they also illustrate, in amusing 
rhyme and_ cartoon-like pictures, 
“chase the cat” and “climb the tree,” 
“eat your food” and “follow me.” The 
rhyme becomes nonsensical, making it 
all the more enjoyable to the older 
toddler - first as sounds and concepts, 
later as word recognition. 

“Tll Teach My Dog a Lot of Words” 
should teach toddlers a lot of words, 
too.

It was diaper day in birthing class 
and I was the leadoff changer. 

Gently I lifted the rubber baby doll, 
supporting its head with my forearm. 
The instructor smiled and told me it 
was a good position — if I wanted to put 
the diaper on the baby’s head. 

My wife and I are expecting our first 
baby this month and Im finding 
fatherhood isn’t coming very naturally. 
I'm a 38-year-old journalist, more 
accustomed to whining politicians than 
crying babies. 

A while back, I sent an e-mail to a 
friend, a father of two teen-agers, 
suggesting half-jokingly that he send 
me advice. He responded with a 
wonderful “Top 10” list of fatherhood 
tips. 

I started thinking: If I reached out to 
other friends, I could probably compile 
a pretty useful list of advice for a new 
father. So I sent out a batch of e-mails. 
~ What follows is 30 of their responses. 
None of it is expert advice. 

These are just a bunch of guys who 
have children ranging from toddlers to 
teens and have learned about 
fatherhood through trial and - often - 
error. Their advice is sometimes 
practical, sometimes philosophical, 
occasionally contradictory and always 
heartfelt: 

- If you haven’t bought the fishing 
boat before the baby is born, you can 
forget about it for the next 30 years. 
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Patience, trust and humor: A 


¢ Things you cannot do enough of: 
hold, hug or kiss the baby. Take the 
baby out for walks or drives. 

- Never swear or fight in front of the 
baby. (There will be plenty of 
temptation for both. Just wait.) 

- Help out. Even being the main 
breadwinner does not compensate for 
the much harder job of staying home 
with the baby. 

¢ Live in a small house where you 
can interact with the kids. Don’t let 
their rooms become their universe. 

- You can never invest enough in 
their self-esteem. 

¢ Encourage children to share. 

- Read to your children every night. 
Choose something slightly above their 
own reading level, because that will 
require explanations, and 
conversations will flow from that. 

« Immediately correct them if they 
are being mean or cruel, if they lie or 
steal, but let them figure some things 
out for themselves, even if they draw 
the wrong conclusions. 

- Teach by example: If you want kids 
to be loving, be loving. If you want 
them respectful, be respectful. If you 
want them serene, be serene. 

- Help them with their homework. 

+ Whisper in their ears before they 
go to bed at night, “think scholarship ... 
think scholarship.” 

+ Don’t pressure them. They have 
enough pressure at school. 

- Don’t get angry if they spill things 
or break things. However, be strict if

than they did in 1991, 

ccording to a new national 
survey from the U.S. Consumer 
Product Safety Commission (CPSC). 
The survey of US. bike riders 
nationwide shows: 


¢ 50 percent now wear bike helmets 
when they ride, up from 18 percent in 
1991. 


* 69 percent of children under 16 
wear a bike helmet on a regular basis 
while riding; 38 percent of adults 
regularly wear their bike helmets. 


* 60 percent of cyclists own a bike 
helmet compared with 27 percent in 
1991. 


* 43 percent of adults and children 
never wear bike helmets and 7 percent 
wear bike helmets less than half the 
time. 


“Bike-related crashes kill 900 people 
every year and send another 567,000 to 
hospital emergency rooms’ with 
injuries,” said CPSC Chairman Ann 
Brown. “Wearing a bike helmet can 
reduce the risk of head injury by 85 
percent. It can save your life, and over 
40 million Americans aren't wearing a
